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EDITORIAL 


“Now is the time that men work softly in the fields, and women weep softly in the kitchen. 
The legislature is in session, and no man’s property is safe.” 


Given my druthers, | don’t like serious 
editorials. | would much prefer to write 
about the comings and goings and the 
misadventures of my friends in the 

'benchrest world. And new equipment, 
and new and old wildcats, and to tell you 
why and how | goofed up my latest match. 
And who said what to me that had aring of 
truth about it. I’ve had several shooters 
tell me that they liked and enjoyed my edi- 
torials . .. and I’ve felt fairly flattered by it 
... until a friend recently told me that it 
was because, after reading the new edito- 
rial, the reader could put down the maga- 
zine, and say to himself, with an air of re- 
lief... “then I’m not the dumbest person 
in benchrest!”. Such realizations have 
been known to completely turn around an 
otherwise “down” day. 

Still, there will arise from time to time, in 
the course of human and devine events, a 
situation that cannot be made light of, or 
joked through. It would be of a subject 
matter that dictated serious considera- 
tion and thought. Such a chestnut now 
faces us, and | am going to do my level 
best to lay the facts of the case before 
you, ask for your consideration ... and 
more than that... your expressed, writ- 
ten opinion of the matter on a full page 
form included in this issue on page 6. 

The magazine, Precision Shooting, 
that you are now reading, dates back toa 
first issue of May, 1956. A corporation 
was formed (Precision Shooting, Inc.), 
and a stock issue was authorized; 1000 
shares at $25.00 each (to be exact). The 
stated intent of the corporation, as ex- 
plained in the first issue, was to have a 
publication that would be of interest and 
assistance to those who sought “the ulti- 
mate in rifle precision”. Benchrest shoot- 
ers were given first mention in the third 
paragraph of the first editorial. But. . . in 
that very same paragraph . . . it was stat- 
ed that the magazine wished to deal with 
the target shooters (big bore and small 
bore), as well as the serious varmint 
shooter. A listing of the early stockhold- 
ers appeared on that same page; promi- 
nent among the forty five names were 
several “target” shooters ... Wm. E. 
Peterson, 10-X Manufacturing Co., Al 
Freeland, H.M. Atiken, Carl Knight, Sam 
Bond and others. 

Over the next several years the maga- 
zine gradually evolved in its own format. 
Ten years later, in 1966, the magazine

was divided into two distinct halves ... 
the first half was made up of the “target” 
shooters, both big bore and small bore ar- 
ticles and match reports . . . and the sec- 
ond half of the magazine was where the 
NBRSA articles and match reports were 
found. 

Three years later, at the end of 1969, 
there arose a schism in the benchrest 
world that resulted in the split off of the 
Northeast from the NBRSA, and their for- 
mation of the IBS. One of the two points 
of contention at the time was the matter of 
an official publication for the NBRSA ... 
whose directors elected to go to The Rifle 
magazine of Dave Wolfe publications. In 
the minutes of the January 10, 1970 meet- 
ing of the Eastern Region of the NBRSA 
(which happens to be where the IBS or- 
ganized) ... George Kelbly, speaking on 
behalf of the NBRSA, related that “PS 
has been the biggest problem (financially, 
etc.) to the President of the NBRSA...”. 
The NBRSA President of the day, Ray 
Speer, pointed out that PS was a sepa- 
rate corporation, and “free to go on its 
own”. The result of the meeting, as far as 
the “official publication” matter went, was 
that the NBRSA did indeed go to The Rifle 
magazine, while the new IBS stayed with 
Precision Shooting magazine. | might 
add, in an attempt to be objective, that PS 
had indeed been in deep water (from a fi- 
nancial viewpoint) for several years, and 
the magazine made many appeals for 
their readers to purchase one or more 
shares of stock (still $25. a share) to as- 
sist the magazine to survive. 

Time moves on. At the end of 1980 the 
PS editor resigned, and with the January 
1981 issue the late Doc Garcelon once 
again took over as unpaid editor. In his 
first editorial, Doc said, “The readers 
should know that the big problem facing 
the (PS) Board is a financial one. Try as 
we have, the publication is barely scrap- 
ing by, and was, in fact, approaching 
bankruptcy”. 

Effective with the September, 1981 
issue... the NBRSA returned to PS mag- 
azine. What | say now may be argued... 
but what it came down to, in the final anal- 
ysis, was the inescapable fact that Dave 
Wolfe Publications was losing money, in- 
deed some pretty decent-sized amounts, 
on the NBRSA “deal”, and wished to raise 
the price to the organization where they 
were making a modest profit. That was

the core reason for the return to PS. Iflam 
wrong, all that Dave Wolfe (whom! con- 
sider to be a friend) has to dois write tome 
... and | will publish his full letter, un- 
changed. In the meantime, take my word 
for it, huh? 

In August, 1982 the present editor took 
over the PS Editor’s job, as well as the 
day-to-day running of the PS business. 
The 12 to 16 page issues of 1980 are now 
up to 52 pages. There are only two PS 
employees per se; the editor and the lady- 
in-Ohio-who-puts-up-with-a-lot, Stella 
Buchtel (who is worth her weight in gold 
on a bad day, and her weight in platinum 
on a good day). 

So much for background; now to the 
problem of the day. There is a copy of our 
monthly printing bill here with this article. 
As you can see, our base costs for merely 
printing and mailing the magazine. . . with 
no salaries (two) or any other expenses 
added in... come to a cost of $1.22 per 
issue ... which projects to $14.64 per 
year. A report prepared by Stella Buchtel 
for this year’s PS Board of Directors 
meeting showed that the full cost, with all 
expenses added in, comes to a cost of 
$1.53 per issue ... or an annual cost of 
$18.36 per subscriber. This, by the way, 
was for a 48 page magazine. 

We are currently receiving $16.50 a 
year from general subscribers, and 
$13.00 per year per member from the two 
associations. Because mother did not 
raise any complete fools, we are raising 
the cost for general subscribers to $18.00 
as of the September issue. 

Now we come to the two associations, 
amore thorny problem. It should be obvi- 
ous, from the above figures, that if either 
association, or both associations togeth- 
er, were to add a thousand members dur- 
ing 1987 ... it would mean a further 
$5,000 loss to us, at present rates. Since 
PS had a modest profit of $3,140 last year 
...and since, with Stella's resignation as 
NBRSA secretary this year, we will no 
longer be able to monthly rent the NBRSA 
computer, but instead must now buy our 
own, we would be at a loss (bottom-line) 
for the year . .. and would be threatened 
... again ... with a precarious financial 
situation. It is the wish and intent of the 
PS Board... not altogether quaint or un- 
reasonable ... that we should make a 
modest profit, sufficient to make secure

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our existence. . .and furthermore that we 
should begin to pay some form of a divi- 
dend to our stockholders, some of whom 
have gone thirty or more years without a 
smidgen of a return on their stock pur- 
chase. We know, from our history, that 
while an association may be vehemently 
urging that PS not raise its prices to the 
association ... once the magazine gets 
into financial trouble . . .no doubt exacer- 
bated by losing money on the relationship 
with the association . . . then the associa- 
tion just might go somewhere else. . . be- 
cause of “concern for the financial stabili- 
ty of PS magazine”. This of course is the 
ultimate example of the phrase “between 
a rock and a hard place” . . . do not raise 
your prices as you need to. . . but, on the 
other hand, if you get into financial trouble 

. please understand if we go some- 
where else”. The PS Board expected 
some resistance when it notified the two 
associations that it was raising the asso- 
ciation subscription price per member to 
$17.00 per year ... which figure, by the 


way, still loses money for us. Since we 
have heard people say, from time to time, 
that their only interest was in the match 
reports and schedules, we offered an op- 
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tion to the associations for those mem- 
bers who felt this way (although we ad- 
judged their numbers to be small) . . . that 
if someone wished only match schedules 
and match reports . .. we would make up 
a smaller publication, comprised of the 
final sixteen pages of the magazine (IBS 
and NBRSA sections) and allow a price of 
$8.00 per year to the associations for 
members who felt that they were not in- 
terested in the balance of PS (the articles 
section). 

As earlier related, we were expecting 
resistance from the associations. What 
we did not expect, in all candor, was the 
feedback that we did receive. One associ- 
ation executive told us that, in his opinion, 
over fifty percent of his members would 
choose “match reports and schedules 
only”. The other association had an exec- 
utive tell us that the choice for “match re- 
ports and schedules only” would be 
“quite high”. 

If you keep in mind the fact that the PS 
Board, with one exception, is made up of 
benchrest shooters ... you can under- 
stand possibly why we were surprised. 
For years now . . . the last five years any- 
way, since | have been editor, it has been 
the chosen attitude of the magazine’s 
Board that while we wish to expand the 
scope of the magazine ... to include 
some lead-bullet, big bore and small bore 
target shooting, silhouette, live varmint ri- 
fles ... still, it is the benchrest shooters 
magazine, and that must be our primary 
subject. Now we are told that some fifty 
percent or so of the benchrest shooters 
do not care about the magazine. Perhaps 
you can understand now why a few of us 
on the Board feel like kicking ourselves for 


not having (earlier) priced the magazine to 
make a profit, expanded its scope and its 
pages more, to encompass more of the 
worlds interested in extreme rifle accura- 
cy, and let the magazine itself forge 
ahead, as we know we can do. 

Let’s get one argument out of the way 
right here, by the way. The argument that 
“You (PS) has to take into consideration 
your advertising income when you set the 
prices to the associations”. Sir, if you 
were to goin to see your boss, and tell him 
that you needed a raise, because you 
“couldn't make ends meet” ... and he 
said to you, “but, Joe, | know that you’re 
working nights ... you have to take that 
income into consideration . . .” would you 
possibly tell him that this labor and in- 
come had nothing to do with him, and was 
not relevant to the matter at hand be- 
tween you and him? If a benchrest action 
maker raised his prices . . . as they occa- 
sionally have been known to do ... and 
thereby earned your displeasure . . . how 
far do you think you would get by calling 
him and saying “what about the money 
you make installing barrels”? Try it some 
time, and let me know what he tells you, 
huh? The increase in advertising gentle- 
men, comes from the increase in quality 
and size in the magazine, as well as a lot 
of solicitation and letter writing by the edi- 
tor. With all due respect. . . you had noth- 
ing to do with it. 

Precision Shooting magazine has now 
elected that we can no longer be unwit- 
tingly controlled by outside influences. 
We wish to expand to sixty pages soon, 
we wish to become the accepted publica- 
tion on the subject of extreme rifle accura- 
cy, and be bigger and better in many 
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ways. We can do none of these things if 
we remain shackled to an outdated meth- 
od of dealing with the two associations, 
where we cannot increase the size of the 
magazine ... and get a corresponding 
price increase ... because that takes 
money from the $25.00 dues paid to the 
association. Hence we have come to the 
present... where we will have two types 
of subscriptions. The first will be the full 
magazine, articles and match reports 
both. It is currently to be priced at $18.00 
for general subscrbers, and $17.00 to the 
two associations. For those who wish the 
match schedules and reports only, the 
sixteen page monthly publication will cost 
$8.00 per year. By creating the dual class 
of subscriptions, we are bending over 
backwards to accommodate both philos- 
ophies. Personally | am surprised that 
some shooters who run around the coun-

Over the last several years it has been 
more than likely that if a new cartridge, or 
cartridge variation ... or improved car- 
tridge ... (what’s the opposite of “im- 
proved” cartridge, anyway? “worsened” 
cartridge??) . . . itis likely that it got some 
ink in PS, and you, the reader, heard 
about it.

Indeed the easiest way 
to get his attention at some talk-session 
in arestaurant at 9:00 pm some evening in 
some small town where a benchrest 
match is being held. . . is to show up with 
anew wildcat. The guy with the new wild- 
cat outranks the guy with the three danc- 
ing girls, or the guy with the hot tip on the 
Travers Stakes race. 

To most of the world, “wildcat” usually 
means a non-standard cartridge whose 
big asset or claim to fame is increased ve- 
locity. In PS pages, virtually all of our writ- 
ers are a trifle more ... shall we say... 
“mature”. Hot rods that go like blazes 
don’t really dazzle us as cars go... and 
wildcats that go like blazes don’t really 
dazzle us as cartridges go either. But an 
ACCURACY wildcat . . . now that’s inter-

son! Buy you a beer? Here, get comfort- 
able! 

The “American” cartridge, written up in 
the April issue . . . | wonder how many of 
our readers comprehend just what was 
accomplished here. A “basic” case, creat- 
ed for the benchrest world. . . and yet us- 
able by, and valuable to, the silhouette 
shooters, the single-shot gang, and 
Merrill Martin's gang ... the lead bullet 
shooters. Know something? It’s the first 
major cartridge accomplishment ... in 
the accuracy world. . . since the PPC and 
the BR cases. And as such, we can feel 
pride in the accomplishment. Just about 
the entire June, 1985 issue was devoted 
to the need for the basic case. Twenty 
two individuals, whimsically called “The 
Cast”, brainstormed and wrote on the 
subject for over a year on the project. But 
the editor was the moving force behind 
the project... and, stubborn cuss that he 
is ... he correctly is the daddy of the 
American case. It’s a wildcatter’s basic 
case, and as more and more talented indi- 
viduals start working with it ... you’re 
gonna see some interesting things taking 
place! 

Back in the 1950s era, when everybody 
had to have something new and hot, there 
was a lot of case reforming, as well as 
case destroying, going on among the 
wildcatters of the land. . . with rather lim- 
ited data to guide them (in retrospect .. . 
it’s quite remarkable that we didn’t have

more closed casket funerals for the wild- 
catters of the day). P.O. Ackley, outin Salt 
Lake City, was reforming all sorts of 
cases, coming up with a new wildcat just 
about every month, and | thought he was 
the greatest thing since the invention of 
girls. With some of the wildcats of the day 
... why, | could completely wash out a 
barrel in eight hundred rounds, have me- 
diocre accuracy ... but what the heck... 
let's try another two grains of 4831, and 
see what happens! But | sure as heck 
could put the hurt on those mid-west 
woodchucks. . . . providing of course that | 
could find a bullet that would make it out 
there to the chuck! | learned a lot over that 
decade, and with the help of a gunsmith 
who knew about such things (Evan 
Holloway, of Sedalia, Missouri) and who 
could make any forming dies that | might 
need ... 1! burnt up a lot of barrel steel, 
blew up a lot of bullets, and generally ... 
had a ball! If fun... in all this ... is the 
final, ultimate objective . . . | had aheck of 
a lot of fun! 

Now. ..whatis the point of all this? Yes 
... what is the point of all this, anyway? 
Ah...anew book... “The Handloader’s 
Manual of Cartridge Conversions”. This 
volume is an absolute must for anyone 
even remotely interested in cartridge de- 
sign. The 1.056 pages list more cases 
than one could possibly become familiar 
with in a dozen lifetimes. 

The book is written by John J. Donnelly, 
a manufacturing engineer and tool de- 
signer, as well as owner of Northwest Ari- 
zona Industries Inc. Ballistek / Weapon 
Systems, in Lake Havasu City, Arizona. 
The book covers every possible aspect of 
wildcatting, ranging from making a case 
from scratch, through the history of the 
subject, to tooling ... just about every 
area of “how to”. 

There are two sections for wildcat 
cases ... one for the English and Ameri- 
can cases, and another yet for metric 
cases. John Donnelly really had his head 
screwed on in this area. The metric cases 
all have their dimensions in terms of inch- 
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es rather than metrics, and the need for a 
lot of conversion figuring is not re- 
quired. 

Each page is devoted to a separate car- 
tridge. The case is listed by the name that 
it is most commonly known by, as well as 
any other names that it might have picked 
up along the way. The data source as well 
as known historical data is listed along 
with whatever additional notes might be 

‘deemed to be important. A basic load is 
next listed ... sometimes several loads. 

The next item to be listed are the details 
of forming the case. Start with the basic 
cartridge case for the wildcat in question, 
and then go to the step by step proce- 
dures for case forming. Then there is list- 
ed the physical data (always in terms of 
inches), and a dimensional drawing. With 
these last two items, if the mood or whim 
seizes the reader . . . he has all the infor- 
mation needed to order a chambering 
reamer. The capacity of each case is list- 
ed in terms of grains of water. 

| found some old friends in these pages. 
Two that easily bring back memories of 
days gone by . . . the .22/30-30 Ackley Im- 
proved, and the .219 Ackley Improved 
Zipper. I'll tell you friends, if the editor 
were to get ahold of a copy . . . he would 
go out of his cotton picking mind! (Editor: 
Rick, I’m reading your letter with interest. 
Comfortably seated at the desk in my den. 
Guess what book my left elbow is resting 
onas|read your letter, Rick? Bet | hadita 
day or two before you, Rick. And in our 
discourse on wildcat cases ... let’s not 
forget the “Speer Reloading Manual for 
Wildcat Cartridges”, circa 1959. | just had 
to pay $35.00 for a pristine condition 
specimen). 

And for those who are handgunners 
and reloaders . .. there is quite a section 
devoted to handgun wildcats. Many 
handgun shooters never get into the wild- 
cat scene, but really they have quite a se- 
lection (Editor: personally . . .| had acom- 
plete snit when | found that they had not 
covered the .224 Harvey Kay-Chuk ... 
but then again. . . | always did march toa 
different drummer). 

Some of our readers have probably 
never been caught up in the romance and 
the mystique of wildcats. For those unfor- 
tunate souls (breathes there aman witha 
soul so dead . . .) a few friendly words of 
advice. First, handload for the standard 
calibers until you have a good grasp of the 
handloading basics ... case capacities, 
powder and primer lot changes, etc. Then 
... there is a stage of your life/your career 
... that you must pass through. For pur- 
poses of discussion ... we'll call it the 
higher velocity stage. Don’t be ashamed 
... we all had to go through the stage... 
just like saddle shoes and pegged pants. 
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Eventually, hopefully sooner ... you 
evolve to a newer, better world. . . where 
you realize that velocity isn’t worth a darn 
... unless it is coupled with accuracy. A 
fine example is the PPC case (which you 
will find in the book). Realize, if you would, 
that there are two big reasons for the cre- 
ation of new wildcat cartridges. Usually 
... they want velocity... high velocity... 
indeed very high velocity. If they are a bit 
less than Einsteins . . . they stay that way 
until eventually we put them under the 
ground. If a bit wiser than the average- 
type bear . . . they eventually come to re- 
alize that velocity is not the final answer 
... accuracy is. Woodchucks do not die 
from a 4,000 f.p.s. bullet screaming by 
their ears ... they die from 3,000 f.p.s. 
bullets that hit them between their eyes. 
Try to remember that. If all you can think 
about is velocity ... the only way that 
you’re going to kill woodchucks is to give 
them pneumonia from the breezes of 
4,000 f.p.s. misses. Try to remember 
that. 

Usually it’s the editor that gets people 
agitated around here. What the heck ... 
I’masenior writer. . .let’s seeiflcangeta 
few readers all agitated. Take the .22-250 
and the .220 Swift for examples. Two of 
the finest field varmint cartridges that the 
sun ever set on. Each of them had a brief 
career ... a real brief career ... in 
benchrest shooting. Many new shooters 
came into our game, with a field varmint 
rifle, deadly on chucks at 300 yards, feel- 
ing that they could blow the doors off the 
field ata benchrest match. After their first 
match ... they came to realize ... that 
while they could hit the chuck in the head 
... a good benchrest shooter could call 


which eye he was going to hit the chuck in. 
Thus do we separate the men from the 
boys. As far as being benchrest cartridg- 
es go... both the Swift and the .22/250 
died on the vine. Neither had the consis- 
tent accuracy ability required for the 
paper punching game. The late Bob 
Berry, of Tulsa, Oklahoma used a modi- 
fied Swift case in benchrest matches in 
the 60s with good success, but case ca- 
pacity was lowered, and hence the veloci- 
ty was also reduced. The case did give ex- 
cellent case life however, and that was 
why Bob liked it as a wildcat. He was 
probably getting a velocity somewhere 
between the two dominant benchrest car- 
tridges of the day ... the .222 and the 
.219 Donaldson Wasp. 

“The Handloader’s Manual of Car- 
tridge Conversions” is published by 
Stoeger Publishing Co., 55 Ruta Court, 
South Hackensack, New Jersey 07606. It 
is offered in a clothbound, spiral bound, 
and paperback edition. It is distributed to 
the book trade and sporting goods trade 
by Stoeger. 

(Editor: After a quick glance through my 
copy, | find my missing wildcat listed as 
the .22 Harvey Kay-Chuk. Quite forgiva- 
ble. | am surprised to find the author ad- 
vising that the .22 Mashburn Bee is made 
on Hornet brass however. It is an im- 
proved .218 Bee to the best of my knowl- 
edge, and as such ... it is formed with 
.218 Bee brass. The author generally 
does a good job of putting a lot of informa- 
tion between the covers of a single book 
however, and a few minor glitches are 
bound to turn up. This should not detract 
from the basic value of the work).

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Dear Merrill: 

The reasons for chamber “peening” or 
“ringing” are quite obscure, and it is espe- 
cially difficult to explain because it has oc- 
curred under some quite widely different 
circumstances. It first came to my atten- 
tion back in the 1960s, when the Director 
of Civilian Marksmanship began to re- 
ceive complaints about a particular lot of 
.30-06 (Cal. .30 M2 Ball) ammunition that 
was reportedly causing damage to the 
chambers of some rifles. The complaints 
were passed on to the Engineering Divi- 
sion at Frankford Arsenal, where | was 
employed at that time. We obtained some 
ammunition from the lot in question, and 
tested it quite thoroughly. We soon found 
that the damage (which we called “peen- 
ing”) did occur with this particular lot of 
ammunition, under a particular set of cir- 
cumstances. If the gun muzzle was ele- 
vated after the round was chambered, 
and then lowered slowly to the horizontal 
position before firing, we could produce 
visible damage to the chamber within less 
than 50 rounds. It appeared first at the 12- 
o'clock position, at the location of the bul- 
let base in the case. As firing progressed, 
the damaged area widened, eventually 
extending nearly half-way around the top 
of the chamber. If the drill of elevating the 
muzzle and slowly bringing down before 
firing was not followed, then the chamber 
peening could not be reproduced. 

We found eventually that the damage 

occurred only under a specific set of con- 
ditions, all of which had to be present. 
These were: 
1. Aparticular lot of WC852 Ball powder. 
No other powder that we tried would pro- 
duce the peening, under any condition 
that we tried.

2. A particular weight of charge. If the 
charge were either reduced or increased 
by about two grains, the peening could 
not be made to occur. 

3. A particular position of the powder in 
the case upon firing. When the ammuni- 
tion was fired in the normal manner in an 
M1 rifle or in a machinegun, so that the 
powder was distributed in the case by the 
normal self-loading action of the gun, then 
the peening did not occur. This was, of 
course, the reason that the condition had 
not been found during normal ballistic 
testing of the ammunition lot before ac- 
ceptance. Apparently the habit of some 
DCM shooters, when firing standing posi- 
tion, to elevate the muzzle vertically be- 
fore bringing it down slowly onto the tar- 
get, produced this particular position of 
the powder in the case. 

This ammunition gave perfectly normal 
results for velocity and pressure in ballis- 
tic testing, with no evidence of high or er- 
ratic chamber pressures, irrespective of 
the powder position. Some efforts were 
made to identify the peculiarity of the par- 
ticular powder lot which caused the prob- 
lem, but the results were not very conclu- 
sive. 

Of course there were no fillers or wads 
involved in this .30-06 ammunition, but 
the fact that a particular powder position 
in the case was found to be a necessary 
condition for the peening to occur, might 
be a clue to the role of a filler or wad in 
other instances. Perhaps a fibrous filler or 
a wad pressed down on the powder 
might, by chance, consistently produce 
exactly the critical powder position for a 
particular load. That might explain why 
fillers or wads have most often been in- 
volved in the various instances of peening

reported by handloaders. In fact | have 
heard of one instance in which no filler or 
wad was said to be involved, but never- 
theless a reduced load of Winchester 296 
powder reportedly produced “ringing” of 
the chamber. 

| think there is no possibility that the 
IPCO grease/graphite wad involved in 
your experience was involved in the com- 
bustion process. Grease and graphite 
cannot be detonated under any circum- 
stances, and “dieseling” is chemically im- 
possible unless oxygen is present in 
quantities much greater (by weight) than 
the fuel itself, and a cartridge case con- 
tains only a negligible amount (by weight) 
of free oxygen in the air inside. The chemi- 
cal composition of smokeless powder is 
such that there is not quite sufficient oxy- 
gen liberated to burn (oxidize) all of the 
“fuel” contained in the powder composi- 
tion itself, and certainly there is none left 
over to support combustion of the grease 
or the graphite in the wad. 

| don’t pretend to know the explanation 
of the chamber peening or “ringing” in 
question, but if | were to speculate, | 
would say it might be due to some phe- 
nomenon similar to the “ring-bulging” of 
the barrel that occurs when a bullet is fired 
into an obstruction in the bore. It is well 
known that even a .22 short can cause a 
ring-bulge in a barrel, if itis fired into a bul- 
let lodged part way down the bore, and 
the bulge invariably occurs at the point of 
the collision. In muzzle-loaders, it is a fact 
that the barrel is sometimes bulged or 
burst if the bullet is left part-way up the 
barrel, instead of being properly seated 
directly on top of the charge. There have 
been instances of bulged or burst barrels 
even in smokeless-powder guns when a 
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primed and charged case is fired in an at- 
tempt to shoot a lodged projectile out of 
the bore. 

It has also been established that a drop 
of liquid in the bottom of the bore can 
cause a bulge in the barrel when the drop 
it is struck by a bullet. There were many 
M1 rifle barrels in service that were found 
upon inspection to have a slight bulge at 
12 0’clock, directly over the gas port. This 
phenomenon was once investigated at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground while | was 
there, and it was found to be due to liquid 
(such as bore-cleaner, oil or water) ex- 
pelled from the gas cylinder through the 
gas port when the piston moved forward 
during chambering, and left lying in the 
bottom of the bore to be “run over” by the 
next bullet fired. 

These phenomena indicate that very 
large forces occur very suddenly during 
the collision of a fast-moving body, or 
even part of an unburned powder charge, 
with any obstruction in the bore. They are 
of extremely short duration, and their ef- 
fects are usually very localized, but they 
can nevertheless produce deformation of 
the barrel. | think it is reasonable to specu- 
late that some part of the powder charge 
might, at some point early in the combus- 
tion process before bullet movement be- 
gins, be hurled with very high velocity 
against the base of the bullet, expending 
its kinetic energy in a very small area at 
the point where collision with the bullet 
base occurs. 

This is also consistent with your inter- 
esting experiments in recovering the 
polyethylene wads, where you found that 
certain loads tore holes in the wad, at 
some particular off-axis location, though 
in those instances the energy was appar- 
ently insufficient to damage the chamber. 
It would be interesting, incidentally, to see 
whether this phenomenon that you ob- 
served with polyethylene wads is depen- 
dent upon the powder position. 

For the chamber-peening phenomenon 
to occur, it appears that a very particular 
set of circumstances must prevail, as we 
found during investigation of the 
chamber-peening produced by that odd 
lot of .30-06 military ammunition. Perhaps 
that is why the chamber peening or “ring- 
ing” is not reproducible, and does not al- 
ways occur with loads that seem to be 
nearly the same. There are many in- 
stances in which Winchester 296 powder 
has been used in reduced loads without 
any chamber damage, for example, and 
only a few instance in which such damage 
has occurred. As you might have noticed 
in some publications, this fact has in- 
spired some pointless arguments among 
cast-bullet shooters, generating more 
heat than light on the subject of using 
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W296 in reduced loads. The fact that the 
chamber damage does not often occur 
with reduced loads using powders such 
as W296, and/or fillers or wads pressed 
down on the powder, clearly does not es- 
tablish that it will not occur under some 
other set of circumstances that are only 
slightly different in some respect. 

Your observation that the failure of 
polyethylene wads might be related to 
muzzle pressure is also very interesting. 
Your hypothesis that the wads are some- 
times failing because of high muzzle pres- 
sure is certainly reasonable, but the defin- 
itive proof would be to try changing the 


muzzle pressure by changing the barrel 
length instead of changing the load. If you 
fired exactly the same load in a longer and 
a shorter barrel, you could be sure that 
conditions before bullet exit were the 
same in both cases, and any differences 
in the recovered wads could be ascribed 
confidently to differences in muzzle pres- 
sure, as you suggest. 

It does seem intuitively that higher muz- 
zle pressures might be significantly harm- 
ful to accuracy with jacketed bullets, and 
that might well be true. On the other hand, 
there is some evidence that might be in-

Dear Mr. Brennan, 

| have just read the results of the Cac- 
tus Classic, and thought might fillin a few 
gaps about barrelmaker Mark 
Chanlynn. 

Mark learned barrelmaking in Wiscon- 
sin, from no less than Boots Obermeyer. 
He came to Colorado more than a dozen 
years ago, but has only recently been able 
to get together the machinery and tooling 
to cut rifle barrels under his own name. 
Known as a meticulous craftsman, Mark 
and partner Dave Sullivan build and repair 
a wide range of firearms. They built my 
own “dream hunting rifle”, a flyweight left 
handed 280 Remington, a rifle that is 
everything that was asked for. 

Chanlynn is well known in the Rocky 
Mountain region as an NRA highpower 
competitor. He was the overall winner in 
the recently completed Boulder Rifle Club 
Winter Warmup League, and is usually on 
the state highpower team. He also has a 
liking for fast Chevys of mid-fifties vin- 
tage. 

Mark likes challenges — anyone who 
would try to make a match rifle out of the 
Colt AR-15 has to enjoy surmounting ob- 
stacles! The results are being turned out

Stainless barrels are free floated except 
for the gas tube, the forend being a venti- 
lated steel tube mounted on a modified 
barrel nut and doubling as the handstop 
rail. The carrying handle is milled off and 
replaced with a custom sight mount 
block. As the sights mount well above the 
barrel, a bubble level front is a must. Ex- 
tensive trigger rework and modifications 
to allow easier single loading (remember, 
this thing started life as first cousin to a 
machine gun) complete the job. 

These interesting little rifles are cham- 
bered for the 6 x 45mm aka 6 x 223 round, 
being nothing more than the 223 Rem 
necked out to 6mm with no other chang- 
es. The standard load is a Remington 
case, Federal BR primer, 25 grains of 
Hodgdon H335, topped by the Sierra 85 
grain hollow point varmint bullet. In the 12 
pound rifles, this results in very low recoil, 
making the combination excellent for 
rapid fire. Inmy own “mouse-a-matic” this 
load produces a muzzle velocity averag- 
ing 2695 fps over a ten shot string, with a 
13 fps standard deviation.

terpreted to the contrary. | once did some 
barrel-length experiments with a caliber 
.60 machinegun cartridge, which burned 
more than 600 grains of powder, and pro- 
duced about 3500 fps in a 60-inch barrel 
with a bullet of about 1150 grains. The 
normal barrel length was 60 inches, and | 
shortened the barrel in increments until it 
was only 29 inches long, measuring ve- 
locity and dispersion at each length. Of 
course the muzzle pressure increased 
consistently as the barrel was shortened, 
and at 29 inches the muzzle blast of the 
600-grain charge could be heard and seen 
for miles around. Surprisingly, the accu- 
racy improved continuously as the barrel 
was shortened, and the best accuracy 
was obtained with the 29-inch barrel. 
The problem with experiments is that 
several factors may influence the results, 
and it is difficult to say which particular 
factors have predominated in the end. Of 
course this experiment with the caliber 
.60 was no exception, and it certainly 
does not prove that higher muzzle pres- 
sure improves the accuracy, or even that 
shorter barrels will improve the accuracy 
in all cases, but it illustrates the fact that 
experimental data can be misleading un- 
less all of the variables are recognized in 
the interpretation of results. The reason 
that we have “learned so many things that 
aren't so” about firearms is that we are 
much too inclined to accept the results 
that agree with preconceived opinions, 
without considering all of the factors that 
might have influenced the end result. | 
agree intuitively with your suspicion that 
higher muzzle pressures might be detri- 
mental to accuracy, but I’m really not sure 
that it is an important factor. 
| appreciate being informed on the re- 

sults of your experiments, because | think 
your work is some of the best being done 
in certain areas that have not previously 
been properly investigated.

Dear Dick, 

| appreciated your letter, and enjoyed 
reading it. | have been reading your arti- 
cles in PS as they appear, with consider- 
able interest. It is reasurring to me to 
know that there are other people out 
there who make rifles and give a damn. | 
feel that our trade has been given a black 
eye and a bad public image to some de- 
gree by the amount of junk that has been 
put off on the general public under the 
guise of being great, and accurate, and all 
the things that a rifle should be. 

As far as the .220 Jaybird goes, there 
has been information that appeared in 
print about it. | am presently using one 
myself for shooting groundhogs in Virgin- 
ia. | am using a 27 inch Schneider barrel 
with an inch diameter at the muzzle and a 
15 twist... for no better reason than the 
fact that | wanted to try a 15 twist. | have 
been shooting some 52 grain bullets that 
we made up here in our shop. | am sure 
that we could get more velocity out of it, 
but the accuracy load that | worked up 
was shooting about four tenths at 200 
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THE DESERT RAT 


yards, and | decided to leave well enough 
alone. | am getting 4135 f.p.s. out of it. | 
haven't weighed the powder, but the load 
that | am using is 7212 clicks on a Jones 
powder measure, using Hodgdon 380 
powder with a new Winchester-Western 
primer. We have gotten 4200 out of this 
gun, but the accuracy fell back some. It is 
no problem to get 4,000 or a bit over that 
figure with a number of powders. It also 
seems to me that the twist rate of the bar- 
rel doesn’t seem to have a whole lot to do 
with the velocity or the external ballistics 
of that particular cartridge ... why | don’t 
know. It would certainly seem that if you 
slowed down the barrel twist, then you 
would pick up some velocity. But we have 
some 10 twist barrels here (which, by the 
way, shoot those same 52 grain bullets 
very well) and we are getting just about 
the same velocity out of the 10s as we are 
getting out of the 15s. You figure it out; I'll 
hold your hat while you’re doing it. 
Anyway | will include the information 
that has been written about the Jaybird, 
and send you cases. | would be very inter- 


ested in hearing your comments on my 
wildcat. It holds roughly three grains less 
powder than Jim Carmichael’s Cheetah. 
It has been checked by Layne Simpson, 
and the velocity is the same as the Chee- 
tah, which pretty well proves to me that 
the case capacity on our Jaybird is proba- 
bly the max that could be used behind a 
.22 caliber bullet with any degree of effi- 
ciency at all. The throating on this cham- 
ber is done in such a way that | can touch 
(the land with) the 60 and 65 grain bullets 
that Walt Berger makes, as well as the 69 
grain Sierra. | feel that the long neck and 
the 35 degree shoulder are important ele- 
ments in giving the shooter some more 
barrel life. This has been proven to me 
with a couple of Jaybirds that | made up 
that are in North Carolina. They have over 
2,000 rounds through them, and are still 
giving good accuracy, even though no- 
ticeable throat erosion has taken place. 
The 52 grain bullets can no longer be 
made to touch the rifling, but the 60 and 
65 grain Bergers will still make contact.

By having the 35 degree shoulder and the 
long neck on this cartridge ... with the 
sand blasting and the fire and the brim- 
stone that comes out of the case on igni- 
tion... a lot of it is directed off of the 35 
degree shoulders in a criss cross pattern 
inside of the case mouth, rather than in 
the rifle barrel. When Harold Broughton 
and | were working with his wildcat, the 
Coyote, we proved this to our own satis- 
faction, at least. We got some very good 
barrel life out of the Coyote, and | tried to 
get some of those proven advantages 
into my Jaybird. It is one of the most en- 
joyable cartridges to shoot that | have 
ever fooled around with, and | must admit 
that it is quite an ego trip to just window 
shade a groundhog fairly often, at the 600 
yard mark and beyond. A well assembled 
Jaybird, in the hands of a good shooter, 
on a good day without a lot of wind, 
should be good for just about a one hun- 
dred percent hit ratio on groundhogs at 
400 to 450 yards.

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common these days for some individuals 
not to respond to letters at all. | know that 
most people are pretty busy, and that 
most certainly includes me. Still, | always 
make the time to respond to inquiries, 
whether the question sounds stupid or 
not. 

When | first started benchrest shoot- 
ing, back in 1977, | shot on all the ranges 
of the Southwest Region. | won the light 
varmint class grand agg in the Nevada 
state championships in 1980, along witha 
whole bunch of other trophies in the six or 
seven years that | followed the match cir- 
cuit. Harvey Miller taught me benchrest 
shooting and loading, and was more than 
willing to answer any question that | came 
up with, dumb or otherwise. 

Back then most of the shooters were 
very friendly, and we seemed to have an 
ongoing good time. A lot of things have 
changed by evolution in our sport over 
these ten years, and now it just seems as 
if we are seeing too many shooters who 
are too preoccupied with winning. It sure- 
ly is a sport of some expense these days 
. .. not every workingman is able to invest 
$1500 in a new rifle, plus $300 for a 
scope, plus all the other expenses that go 
along with it. Here on the West Coast the 
ranges are 300 to 600 miles apart, and 
that adds to both the difficulty and the ex- 
pense. Making a weekend match out here 
may require the shooter to drive all Friday 
night to get there, shoot Saturday and 
Sunday, and drive Sunday night in order 
to arrive home in time to go to work on 
Monday morming. 

| finally went back to live varmint shoot- 
ing, something | have done for 35 years or 
so. In all honesty | am tired of reading 
6PPC and 28.0 grains of H322. | really 
don’t think that Harvey Donaldson, 
Townsend Whelen and the other pioneers 
of benchrest intended it to be this way.

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The sport certainly should correct the cur- 
rent strange situation where we fire the 
same 6PPC ten and a half pound rifle 
twice . . . but we call it a light varmint rifle 
in the morning, and a sporter rifle in the af- 
ternoon. The editor has remarked that he 
has a hard time explaining this to an intel- 
ligent newcomer to the sport; | agree. 

You and | seem to share several com- 
mon philosophies on the way that things 
ought to be done. My first love is a beauti- 
ful and accurate rifle, and that is why | 
hate to see our craft and our art prostitut- 
ed by some who turn out junk, at high pric- 
es, for shooters who do not know bet- 
ter. 

As you can tell by my earlier articles | 
have been interested in the .17 caliber for 
over 25 years. It certainly has been a chal- 
lenge. When Remington developed their 
.17 caliber they also conceived the idea of 
a long neck to eliminate the sandblast ef- 
fect on the throat, and I’m sure that their 
testing equipment is a bit more sophisti- 
cated than what you or | might have avail- 
able. | also seem to recall some experi- 
ments fifty years or so ago, where some 
case designer used this theory with a 
neck length twice as long as was needed. 
Unfortunately | cannot recall either the ex- 
perimenter or the case. 

lam currently in the process of design- 
ing a .22 caliber on a shortened version of 
the .22-243. A long .22BR, or a .22-250 
blown out, with a .300 neck. Like you | just 
love to play around with wildcats. The 
Donaldsons and the Ackleys have been 
much needed contributors to the accura- 
cy world. Some might look down their 
noses at the wildcatters, but that does not 
include me. 

I’m quite interested in your comments 
on rifling twist. This has been a very con- 
troversial subject among shooters and 
gunsmiths for as long as the rifled tube 
has been around. Most of them are too 
concerned with the weight of a certain 
bullet. . . in fact the important point is the 
length and bearing surface of the bullet in 
question. Barrel length area that dates 
back to the black powder days. Frequent- 
ly | have to work out a compromise with 
customers who want 28 inch barrels on 
their varmint rifles, for “maximum muzzle 
velocity”. Such a long heavy barrel will vi- 
brate more than a shorter one, and with 
the correct expansion ration the shorter 
one will still reach acceptable velocities 
with most case designs or calibers. 

| note your comments on the 15 inch 
twist. | have turned out several .22-243 
Middlesteds in 14 twist and several in 15 
twist. | have been unable to discern any 
advantage in either twist over the other 
one. 

Personally | do not shoot anything larg- 
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er than a .22PPC for varmints. | just plain 
don’t like the “fire and brimstone”. We do 
not have ground hogs in this area. Our 
versions are called yellow bellied mar- 
mots, and they run a bit smaller than your 
Eastern version. 

One of the fellows from Reno took his 
.22-243 to Idaho on a chuck hunt a few 
weeks ago, and was shooting it in the 
company of a fellow shooter with a 6mm 
Remington. Much of the shots taken were 
around the 400 yard mark, in quite windy 
conditions; the winds were gusting up to 
40 m.p.h. that day. He said that the .22- 
243 was quite a shock to him, he had 
never shot one on live varmints before. 
The .22-243 clearly outshot the 6mm 
Remington, and the 6mm was using 85 
grain bullets while the .22 was using 52 
grain bullets. It works; barrel erosion be 
hanged!

This entitles 
David Rich to membership in his exclusive 
club ... which numbers Bill Cote, Tony 
Boyer, Bill Fazio, Chuck Miller, Jef Fowler 
among ranks. And the editor. The only re- 
quirement for membership is that at least 
once you have to have your doors shot off 
by a female from the same household. Ac- 
tually, before Deanna came along, we 
specified “wives”. But Deanna has 
opened up new horizons for insults and 
degradations to our friends. 

Deanna and her equally promising 
shooting sister, Jenna, do not get all of 
David's coaching attention. He works 
with the entire Kerr County 4-H Rifle Club. 
The Kerr unit placed and won trophies in 
every event they entered at the Texas 
State 4-H Championships.

Here is some information on who, what 
and where Mark Chanlynn is. 

Mark started out gunsmithing in our 
home town of Racine, Wisconsin as an 
apprentice for Boots Obermeyer. This 
was after he had completed what was 
then a two year gunsmithing course at 
Trinidad State Junior College. Mark 
worked under Boots for three years, until 
moving to Boulder, Colorado in 1971 to 
set up shop, and doing general gunsmith- 
ing. 

In 1977 Rocky Mountain Rifle Works 
Ltd. was opened at our present location 
on 14th Street in Boulder, Colorado and | 
started work here about that time, taking 
over the general gunsmithing, and giving 
Mark time for more barrel fitting and Na- 
tional Match course rifle building. 

About 1980 we began to acquire barrel 
making equipment . .. a machine here, a 
deep hole drill there. And finally a Pratt 
and Whitney 1/2-BX30 hydraulic rifler (a 
barrel maker’s heaven). 

With much coaching, VCR tapes, anda 
few trips back to see Boots (now in Bris- 
tol, Wisconsin), the first barrel was finally 
made for the public. This was in March of 
1983. 

The few barrels that you had heard that 
he made ... actually now number well 
over two hundred. About seventy five per- 
cent of the barrels have been made since 
January, 1986. And the one that you had 
heard “wouldn’t shoot worth a darn” was

firing one hole four shot groups, with the 
fifth shot being the flyer. We feel that it 
was never given a fair chance, and since 
the Cactus Classic, Dan Dowling has 
since decided to pull it out of the scrap 
barrel and give it that fair chance that it 
deserves. 

Both Mark and | have been very active 
highpower National Match course and 
long range competitors since 1968. Be- 
tween Mark having worked with Boots for 
three years, and Boots having taken me 
under his wing as his neighborhood kid in- 
terested in competition shooting... then 
ended up going to Trinidad State Junior 
College for what was now their three year 
gunsmithing course . . . and finally ending 
up working here with Mark for three years 
. .. [guess that barrel making was inevita- 
ble. If accuracy gunsmithing is really in 
your blood ... barrel making is the ulti- 
mate challenge and the ultimate accom- 
plishment. 

Mark owns all the machines and tool- 
ing. He does the barrelmaking full time 
now. Each and every one of them are 
hand-lapped, pre-turned and cut-rifled. 
They all go out of here, regardless of cali- 
ber or who they go to, like they’re a signa- 
ture ... and they are. The signature is 
that of Mark A. Chanlynn, barrel maker.

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guy, and send a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope). Their barrels are cut rifled, 
hand-lapped, six groove. They are avail- 
able in all standard twists, and many non- 
standard, including several 1/2 inch varia- 
tions. In addition to target barrels for 
usual rifles they also offer barrels in heavy 
target Marine Corp. and Navy type pro- 
files for the M-1 and M-14. They do a lot of 
accuracy services for the M-1 and M-14, 
including complete accuracy rebuilds. 
Probably the most interesting item of their 
products is their complete AR-15 rework, 
including tubular handguards (barrel is 
left free floating regardless how much 
sling pressure is applied to the forearm), 
heavy target grade barrels in either .223 
or 6x45. The 6x45 is simply the 223 
necked up to 6mm, and Rocky Mountain 
Rifle Works swears it to be very competi- 
tive, even at 600 yards.

Talks about rifle barrels... . 
Good, bad, and indifferent. 


Earlier this year | was talking to Allan 
Hall about the possibility of putting a new 
bolt into my sporter action rifle. The bolt 
has become loose from wear ... lots of 
wear... from shooting. Allan asked me if| 
knew how many rounds had been fired in 
the action. | told him that | would check my 
records when | got home. 

Once | started going through my re- 
cords | was a bit surprised at what! found. 
| did not realize how many barrels | had 
put on this action. Furthermore | had not 
realized how many rounds had been fired 
in the action. | would have guessed less 
barrels and more rounds than my records 
disclosed. 

In times past | have often been asked by 
shooters for my opinion on the question of 
how many barrels one has to buy before 
you are likely to get a real good one. 
Question number two in popularity was 
the inquiry of how many rounds could be 
gotten out of such a barrel before the ac- 
curacy began to drop off to a noticeable 
degree. Before | settled down to do some 
research in my extensive records, my 
offhand-guess-replies to these two ques- 
tions were “one barrel out of fifteen turns 
out to be areal hummer... . and think that 
the gilt edge accuracy begins to fall off at 
around 1200 rounds’. | will go on to define 
a “hummer barrel” a bit later on in this arti-

cle, so don’t go trying to get ahead of me 
here. Most of the people who | told “1200 
rounds” to, on the subject of gilt edge bar- 
rel life felt that | was guessing way too low 
. .. but it remained just a guess until | seri- 
ously got into my records. | had never re- 
ally sat down and averaged out the 
rounds on any particular number of bar- 
rels. It turned out to be an interesting way 
to occupy my time while | was recently re- 
cuperating from a bit of surgery. But first, 
| guess that | should tell you how I classify 
my barrels. The Boyer system for rating 
barrels (not to be confused with the 
Gammuto System of Case Selection) rec- 
ognizes six distinct and different grades 
of barrels. 


JUNK barrels will not make it to a match. 
You will be lucky to get a GROUP under 
.250 out of such a barrel. 


BAD barrels usually make it to one match. 
You have a .3000-.3200 agg out of such 
barrels at 100 yards in decent shooting 
conditions. 

FAIR barrels may make it to three match- 
es before you finally get the idea through 
your head that the darn thing just isn’t 
going to shoot to your satisfaction. Oh, 
every now and then a fair barrel will give 
you a group in the “ones”, but your aggs 
will still be in the .2500-.2800 area at 100 


On August 10, 1986 Jeff established a pair 
of 300 yard Sporter Class records; a .328 
group, and a .2262 aggregate. The record 
group is the only sub-4/10 group ever shot 
with a 10% pound rifle. That Jeff used a 
Shilen barrel is a source of pride and inspira- 


tion to everyone at Shilen rifles.

yards. The only reason that | have ever 
shot a bad barrel or a fair barrel at amatch 
is when | was thinking about the money 
that | had invested in the barrel, and! was 
hoping against hope to be able to make 
the barrel shoot better than the point 
where | knew it was at its best possible 
level of accomplishment. (Editor: what the 
author (Tony Boyer) is trying to say is that 
the shooter (Tony Boyer) is occasionally a 
very stubborn person). After a few times 
when everybody at the match beats you, 
including the janitor, the guy firing the .41 
Deringer, and the guy with the English 
double rifle ... you stop thinking about 
the wasted money, you take off the barrel, 
and thereafter use it for a tomato plant 
stake in your wife’s garden. 


GOOD barrels | will shoot in the smaller 
matches. These barrels will agg around 
-2100-.2300 at 100 yards. 


ACCURATE barrels | will shoot in the big 
matches, but you will have to realize that, 
in windy conditions, they will not give you 
much extra. But, under favorable shoot- 
ing conditions they will shoot groups 
under .150 at 100 yards, andin “the twos” 
at 200 yards. This kind of barrel | can 
shoot well with; if the wind changes all | 
have to do is hold accordingly, and it will 
put bullets through the same hole. 


HUMMER barrels or as Myles Hollister 
calls them, “a straight shooter”. When | 
first started shooting | called Myles for ad- 
vice on a barrel that was driving me crazy, 
and appearing to upset everything that | 
knew about the order of things in the uni- 
verse, to say nothing of the facts of life, 
and the odds at draw-poker. This particu- 
lar barrel belonged to my buddy Smiley 
Hensley. The barrel always shot well in 
calm conditions; it was when conditions 
started moving around out in front of you 
that the way the barrel would shoot... 
became sort of . . . well, eerie. Even if you 
were not picking up the conditions or the 
switches all that well . . . the barrel would 
keep puttin’ ‘em through the same hole 
. .. sort of aiming at the completely wrong 
target. In trying to answer this rather diffi- 
Cult dilemma, Myles told me that such bar- 
rels did indeed exist, and most shooters 
who had been around for any period of 
time knew it as fact. Myles theorized that 
the bullet stabilized a lot quicker when 
coming out of these barrels ... and thus 
the wind did not have as much effect on 
the bullet as it does on other bullets. 
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The big distinction. . . the big difference 

. . the all important difference . . .ahum- 
mer barrel might not shoot any smaller 
groups than an accurate barrel ... BUT 
. . they will give you a whole lot more in 
conditions. With a barrel such as this you 
cancompletely miss a subtle flags change 

. let’s say from 7:00 to 8:30 o'clock at 
100 yards, just for illustration purposes 

. .maybe resulting in the opening of your 
group a half a bullet hole. . . where a less- 
er barrel would give you a full bullet hole 
displacement. This is the kind of barrel 
that | dream about. (Editor: how many of 
our readers dream about barrels? How 
many of our readers DO think barrels are 
important ... but prefer to dream about 
other things? If you only dream about bar- 
rels ... and talk about barrels in your 
sleep . . . you will give your wife nothing to 
worry about .. .) 

When a hot shooter gets his hands on 
an honest-to-Pete hummer barrel ... as 
long as he or she does their part at the 
bench ... believe me, the rest of us are 
shooting for second place, right from the 
first shot of the day. You simply will not be 
able to shoot with them if you have an or- 
dinary barrel. Maybe that’s why they cre- 
ated “top twenty” patches... to keep the 
rest of us interested in the match. 

So... here is arun-down of my sporter 
action, a Hall “standard” action, serial 
number 130, purchased in 1980. It has 
had a grand total of 34 barrels installed on 
it to date ... and those 34 barrels have 
fired a total of 44,934 rounds. . . an aver- 
age barrel usage of 1,321 rounds per bar- 
rel. The most rounds through any one

‘barrel was 2,023. Now, how would | rate 


those 34 barrels? Here goes... 


Junk — 4 
Bad — 4 
Fair — 5 
Good — 12 


Accurate — 7 
Hummer — 2 
To my way of thinking, | had 21 barrels 
out of the 34 that were suitable for 
benchrest competition. The other 13 bar- 
rels were a waste of both time and money, 
and caused me a lot of frustration. These 
figures incidentally do not include the bar- 
rels that | purchased for this action this 
year. 
As a final thought on this same subject 
. .at this year’s Super Shoot | found my- 
self talking with Lowell Frei, surely one of 
the very best benchrest shooters on the 
match circuit in recent years. Lowell told 
me that he was very disappointed in his 
shooting . . . he felt that when he arrived 
at the Ohio match he was shooting well 
enough to win the match ... but he was 
plagued with problems throughout. He 
was asking me some questions on how | 
got my rifles ready for a major match. In 
the course of our discussion | learned that 
Lowell was using the same barrels that he 
had shot so welllast year. . .and they had 
fired 2,000 rounds apiece. | might be 
wrong, and | admit that this is personal 
opinion only ... but | believe that when 
Lowell puts new barrels on his rifles. . .he 
may have to try four or five barrels. . . but 
then you will see the Lowell Frei of last 
year on the 1987 firing line once again.

Dear Dave: 

Another Wild Cat has been born, it’s re- 
ally a kitten because everyone else has 
been after velocity, this one is for reduc- 
ing air space and recoil for 200 yards plain 
lead bullet Schutzen off hand. 

I’m sure someone else must have done 
it before, but so far can’t find any refer- 
ence. 

Just happened to be browsing the local 
gun shop and saw 5 new boxes of 25/20 
brass on the shelf and had to see what 
they looked like. The wheels started to 
turn and right then we visualized the neck 
down and holding a 6mm lead bullet. 

Over the years I’ve accumulated sever- 
al 6mm plain and GC bullet molds in the 85 
- 95 grain wt and tried unsuccessfully to 
get results in the large cases available, 
but noted the 6 BR was getting close. 

Working through George Fullmer, we 
had reamers made, cases formed, #1 
Ruger barreled 12” twist (Hart), 20” long, 
chambered 1/2° throat etc. Chamber is 
for turned neck close fit. 

Happy day, first time to the range we 
got a pair of 1/2” five shot groups, plus the 
usual other groups we don’t discuss but 
are for development. Now the work be- 
gins as various hardnesses, seating etc. 


must be tried. George Fullmer was spot- 
ting and he really got excited. 

With no background to go on, we are 
trying everything. Fed 205m primer for 
the 4759, 4198 and H322 seems to be 
proper. Our plain base lead bullets weigh 
in at 85 grains plus a 1/16 polyethelene 
wad. A 1/32” wad isn’t too bad either. 
Seating is almost base band or 1/8” deep. 
Bullets are all tumble coated. As usual 
hard bullets don’t shoot too good and 
tend to lead the bore. 15 gr of RE7 gave 
2270. 14 gr H322 - 1950 FPS, 12.5 gr 
4759 2000 FPS. No pressure signs at all. 
This little case is really efficient. H322 
may be the powder as it gave very close 
velocity spreads and group, and filled the 
case to the base of the bullet. 

Now we have to try Jacketed match bul- 
lets and see how they group although 
they would be out of place and out 
classed. 

Using all the casting techniques I’ve de- 
veloped over the years, this 6mm bullet is 
the easiest, fastest and most accurate to 
cast of anything to date. The only expla- 
nation | can think of is that the mold mak- 
ers use the same depth vent grooves in 
the face of all their molds, regardless of 
the bullet cavity depth and volume.

Two hundred and forty six shooters 
gathered at George Kelblys range at 
North Lawrence, Ohio in late May for the 
1987 Super Shoot. Super Shoot number 
fifteen to be exact. And of those fifteen 
years, fourteen Super Shoots have been 
organized and run by Skip and Johanna 
Gordon of Budd Lake, New Jersey. After 
that fifteen year stint, Skip and Johanna 
Gordon of Budd Lake, New Jersey. After 
that fifteen year stint, Skip and Johanna 
have asked to be allowed to lay down their 
burdens (actually they said that enough 
was enough ... but it is always desirable 
to restate grand pronouncements with a 
bit of a flourish). During that sixteen year 
period the Super Shoot has become sol- 
idly entrenched as one of the three major 
matches of the U.S. benchrest tour. Other 
activities that are a part of the sometimes 
moving ceremonies that take place each 
year at Super Shoot ... The Benchrest 
Memorial ... The U.S. Benchrest Hall of 
Fame... and others have been created, 
or sustained, by Skip Gordon. Too many 
of us feel that all benchrest shooting is 
about is the winning of matches. Skip 
Gordon, over these past sixteen years, 
has done a lot to sustain the legends and 
the lore of our forty year history. We owe 
the gentleman, my fellow shooters!

Small group was 
Jef Fowler’s .093, which the gentleman 
squandered on the warmup. Over the four 
day period every time | asked Jef how he 
was doing . . . he would reply “I’m tearing 
“em up”.

diocre target would have done the trick, 
with the lead that he had built up.

Clark Greene and Mike Guillot of 
St. Louis and the Cajuns respectively also 
fired 250's as they prepared for the NBRSA 
Hunter Nationals which were held over the 
June 13th-14th weekend at New Braunfels 
with the largest attendance thus far. 
Tom Schmidtke emerged the 100 yard 
National Champion in a fine effort. Clark 
Greene, who had been 2nd at 100, put it 
all together at the 200 yd. stage to win 
both the 200 yd. and Grand Aggregate 
National Championship. Congratulations to 
all. Enjoyed having some 25 of the TCL 
shooters stop by for a nice visit on that 
weekend. A fine group of people and some 
excellent shooters. 

It was the thinking voiced by numerous 
Hunter Class shooters that a later in the 
year Hunter Nationals would be much more 
desirable. For the shooters from Florida, 
Alaska, Washington, Montana and Oregon in 
particular this trip in early June makes 
the balance of the shooting year a bit of 
a let down once the Nationals are over 
with. Late August to September seemed to 
be the favored times that were suggested.
